Guilty on Two 
Dope Charges 


Bellboy Will Learn 


Sentence M onday 


in Superior Court 
Robert Lee W ilson, 29, bellboy 
ot a V illage hotel, w ill face court 
next M onday to hear sentence on 
tw o counts involving the sale 
an d possession of m arju an a fol­ 
low ing his conviction in superior 
court last Monday. 
At his trial it developed th a t 
he sold six m ariju an a cigerets 
to a m an he knew only as “D an­ 
ny.” "D anny" turned out to be a 
state narcotic agent. 
W ilson w as convicted of the 
sale M onday. He h ad previously 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
possession. 


HIS TRIAL on the charge of 
selling dope w as held before Su­ 
perior Judge Russell S. W aite 
.W ithout a jury. The conviction 
follow ed 
testim ony 
bv 
Palm 
Springs Chief of Police August 
G. K ettm an and S tate Narcotics 
Inspector Eugene 
B. 
H ollings­ 
w orth. 
Also adm itted into the hearing 
w as the w ritten testim onty of a n ­ 
other 
State 
officer. 
M atthew 
O’Connor, the m an w ho posed as 
“D anny" to m ake the purchase 
of m ariju an a from W ilson. 
The “buy” of dope took place 
last April 17 at W ilson’s quarters 
n ear the hotel w here he worked 
as a bellhop. O’Connor told W il­ 
son he w as an addict and used 
the nam e of a San Bernardino 
m an, known to W ilson also to be 
an addict, to gain the suspect's 
confidence. 


THE OFFICER then bought six 
dope-filled cigarets from W ilson 
an d paid him w ith $4 in m arked 
bills, which w ere found in the 
suspect's billfold w hen he was 
arrested.

W ilson faces up to 10 years 
In prison on th e conviction of 
selling dope and a lesser term for 
possession of narcotics. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. Ray Sullivan
